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ON THE COVER: A sample card from the American 
Bank Note Company (ABNCo) which was sold in an 
Archives International auction of 13 May 2011. The 
portrait in the middle was described as “a South 
American Military Noble.” It is actually Russian Tsar 
Alexander II. The actual card measures 8” x 5” with 
borders. It sold for $1,569, including buyer’s premi- 
um. A similar piece sold on eBay for a lot less! 


This issue includes Auction No. 19, which concludes 
the material from the late Cliff Joseph’s collection. 
As “auctioneer,” I have reduced the minimums 
about as far as I think reasonable. As I have said 
before, I will NOT give a consignor’s material away. 


It would appear that there is little bidder interest in 
show canceled or visitor center canceled cards. At 
one point, I only collected show canceled cards from 
shows that I was actually in attendance, i.e., to pro- 
vide “matching” or theme-related stamps. I lost 
interest in the “visitor center” cancels, although still 
collectible, as they were only “fdoi,” and the stamps 
used usually bore no relation to the card’s subject. It 
was then, when the BEP cut back their show output, 
that I started to find show canceled cards from the 
shows I had not attended. I found that there were 
cards, show canceled, that were available, that did 
use matching or theme related stamps, and that 
made a nice addition to my collection, since many of 
the shows were long ago and/or far away! 


There are many of these in the current auction. I’d 
like you to consider how you might expand your col- 
lection now, when the BEP output has been reduced, 
and American Bank Note Commemoratives and the 
USPS are long gone. Please understand that I am 
NOT trying to tell you what to collect, but the current 
auction offers a lot of bargains! 


Speaking of “bargains,” the BEP site still offers our 
B271 (Fort Worth) for $22.50 and B285 (Jamestown) 
for $9.95, but , in my opinion, the “deal” is their 
intaglio print of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address at 
$10.00! It is, or should be, especially popular in this 
year of the 150th anniversary of the start of the War 
Between the States. 
> 

So what else is there to collect? There are certainly a 
lot of American Bank Note Company (ABNCo) 
intaglio vignettes in the marketplace, including those 
in the portfolios (SOA) and those on the earlier USPS 
Commemorative Panels. There are also foreign 
cards. Cliff's collection included cards from Canada, 
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France, Israel, and other areas which I have NOT 
included in these auctions of his material, as I had 
NO knowledge of whether there is / was membership 
interest. If you have an interest in foreign cards, let 
me know. I would also like to know what you would 
like to see offered in future auctions, and, for that 
matter, what you would like to see elsewhere in this 
Journal. 

> 
On this page in the last issue, I asked: “See if you 
notice anything different about this issue.” I got but 
one response—that the illustrations seemed clearer. 
That may be true, but what I was looking to see if any 
reader realized that I have increased the number of 
pages! My printer advises that 24 pages, plus covers, 
is about the limit for his equipment, without going to 
a different and more expensive process. 

> 
Gregg Hopkins, Sr. (2031), of Philatelic Truck fame, 
was the subject of “U.S. Notes,” by John Hotchner, in 
Linn’s, 28 August 2011, issue (p. 8), which incluaed 
the illustration of the “roll” (see SCJ 31:1, D4).

In the Second Quarter SCJ, I offered some cards pro- 
duced by Mike Bean at the F.U.N. 2011 show. The 
mint cards are still available.

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was titled “BEP workers produce private card.” Ed 
Snipe, then president of the Plate Printers Union at 
the BEP, became ill and was forced to leave work. 
After several years of confinement as an invalid, he 
died. He left behind a large quantity of doctor and 
hospital bills that were not covered by his insurance. 


His fellow workers cared enough, to contribute their 
time and talents, to produce a limited edition of 2,500 
intaglio cards, to be sold for $8.00 each by the union 
for the benefit of the Mr. Snipe’s widow. The card 
quickly sold out! The article noted that the medical 
bills exceeded $25,000, so all were not covered. 


The card (opposite) features George F. C. Smillie’s 
“Miss Liberty Rising from the Capitol” vignette, 
which was originally used on the backs of the Liberty 
Loan bonds of 1927-42. On the card, the vignette was 
modified by the addition of “clouds” to obscure the 
Capitol dome. (This vignette was the model for our 
S.C.C.S. logo.) The card is our F1979B. 


Permission had been granted to print the card on 
BEP presses under guidelines from then Acting 
Director Harry R. Clements, which included: The use 
to be for a specific benefit of a single person who has 
endured an unusual hardship. The user also had to 
pay for the materials, including utilities involved. 


Printing was done, over the 4th of July holiday, ona 
hand-fed, flat-bed press. The union logo and the first 
“T” in the text are in gold, while the remainder of the 
text and the vignette are in maroon. The text was pre- 
pared by the former BEP Director Seymour Berry. 
> 

On 4 February 1980, Linn’s noted: “BEP to issue first 
card since restructuring policy.” Harry Clemens, 
now Director, announced the first card to be issued 
since it restructured it policy regarding show tributes 
in 1978. “At that time, tight economics prompted the 
Bureau to formulate a card-issuing policy which 
restricted souvenirs to only those philatelic and 
numismatic organizations which first agreed to 
underwrite certain costs incurred in the production 
and sale of the cards. That idea killed organizational 
interest in BEP show cards.” ‘ 


The card in question “is slated for release in conjunc- 
tion with BEP participation at the midyear American 
Numismatic Association convention, Feb. 15-17, 
Albuquerque, N.M.” The card is our B46. The cards 
were priced at $3.00 each. 





The vignette was produced from the original die, in 
the original color. It was printed on a De La Rue 
press using a four-subject plate. The text in black was 
applied by the offset process. (The card is illustrated 
on the following page.) 


Linn’s continued: “interest in obtaining a 1980 BEP 
souvenir card to commemorate national philatelic or 
numismatic events (as opposed to the U.S. Postal 
Service souvenir cards which are given away at 
International gatherings) has been high. At least 15 
different shows have requested a 1980 souvenir card 
and many more are expected. 


“In deciding which shows to honor, the Bureau will 
reportedly take into consideration the projected 
attendance for each event for the amount of overall 
exposure that participation will afford the Bureau, 
whether or not ample exhibit space is available for a 
Bureau display and sales area, and when (if at all) the 
Bureau was last involved with a show sponsored by 
each organization. 


“Another factor which will determine who gets a 
card (and who does not) is the Bureau’s interest in 
maintaining balance between philatelic and numis- 
matic show participation.” 


Linn’s, of 13 April 1981, announced “BEP personnel 
prepare private souvenir card.” This was the card to 
be issued in connection with the 79th convention of 
the IPPDS&EUNA, 17-23 May 1981, in Washington. 


“The card [our F1981B, see p. 5] features an engrav- 
ing of the face of a proposed $2 Treasury Note, which 
was intended to be part of a new type of legal tender 
issue. The engraving is unusual, in that the entire 
surface of the face of the note is covered by the 
design. 


“The theory behind this approach was to foil coun- 
terfeiters by allowing for multiple details and line 
engraving techniques which would be difficult to 
duplicate. The note featured on the souvenir card is 
one of the first and best examples of this type of 
engraving produced at the BEP.” 


“It was printed from a single-subject plate on a hand- 
fed, flat-bed intaglio press by retired Bureau print- 
ers.” The 5,000 cards printed were offered to the pub- 
lic on a first-come basis, at $8 each, limit of 5, and 
could be purchased at NAPEX’81. Mail orders added 
$1. 
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Linn’s, of 27 April 1981, repeated much of this infor- 
mation, and also noted that 350 convention books 
would be distributed to delegates attending the con- 
vention, and “Another 50 books are reserved for offi- 
cials of the BEP and other North American security 
printing companies.” (F1981Aa-k) 


Linn’s followed this article, on 18 May 1981, with 
“Plate Printers Union souvenir card produces 
avalanche of collector orders.” The Union officials 
indicated that they might not be able to fill all the 
orders and considered “alternative methods of dis- 
tributing the cards, hoping to make the sales as equi- 
table as possible.” 


The die, roughly 120 years old,was too fragile to be 
hardened. It “was transferred onto plastic and then 
back onto a small steel printing plate. This small 
plate then was inserted into a larger piece of steel 
and carefully burnished so that none of the joints 
would accept any ink.” 


“The retirees were assisted by present BEP person- 
nel, most notably Mike Bean, whose work tying 
everything together made the production of the card 
possible.” 


The card, on the basis of the design subject, is often 
referred to as “Pilgrims.” 
> 

“Basics & Beyond”, a column written by Joe Brockert 
in Linn’s in the late 1970s and early 1980s, presented 
a lot of information relating to souvenir cards. In the 
20 July 1981, “Souvenir cards not always standard”, 
he noted: “In 1970, the USPOD issued its third mod- 
ern souvenir card for PHILYMPIA, London. The 
British show enabled the “foreign language” card to 
be printed in English for the first time. 


“Also appearing for the first time on a USPOD 
(USPS) card was a notice concerning restrictions on 
reproductions of U.S. securities. 


“That notice had appeared the month before on the 
1970 ANA show card from the BEP, and has 
appeared on all USPOD (USPS) and BEP cards 
since.” 


“...the foreign show cards always have the inscrip- 
tion in the language (or languages) of the host coun- 


try. 


“The 1972 BELGICA card was the first bilingual 
issue, featuring an inscription in both Flemish and 
English. 


“The 1974 INTERNABA card was the first to include 
an English translation of the foreign text, and went 
even further to include the inscription in German, 
French, Italian and English. From that issue through 
HAFNIA’76, an English translation was included on 
each card. 


“After the HAFNIA’76 card, however, the USPS 
reverted to its former practice, and returned to 
inscribing the cards only in the language of the host 
country.” 
> 

In an earlier article in his series, Linn’s, 19 June 1978, 
“Souvenir cards attract attention”, Joe noted: “There 
are two major types of souvenir cards—the official 
issues from stamp-issuing authorities; and the unof- 
ficial issues from societies, businesses or private indi- 
viduals. As such, the official issues attract the most 
interest, primarily due to their official nature, their 
regulated issuance, and their inclusion in specialized 
catalogs. 


“The wide variety of unofficial souvenir cards— 
including those that may receive some type of sanc- 
tion from an official source—makes generalizations 
about such cards almost impossible to make. While 
they often include stamp reproductions, they may be 
produced by local clubs for small shows; by major 
organizations for large exhibitions; by private collec- 
tors or dealers for some local special event; or by 
larger dealers for commercial shows. 


’This wide variety in unofficial cards makes such 
items almost impossible to catalog effectively, and 
collectors (as well as non-collectors) usually settle for 
a random selection of miscellaneous cards (except 
for specialized collections from specific societies or 
shows).” [Amen!] 
> 

I don’t know what happened to Mr.Brockert, but the 
column no longer exists and, not surprisingly, Linn’s 
no longer even mentions souvenir cards, especially 
since the demise of the American Bank Note 
Company; the end of USPS (POD) output; and with 
the BEP now producing “intaglio prints” or “com- 
memorative prints”, their cards are no longer “show- 
related” and, when issued at a show, are at those of 
the American Numismatic Association. Linn’s is a 
stamp, i.e., philatelic, paper, not a numismatic one!

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PRINTING—PRINTMAKING TECHNIQUES William Kriebel 27) 


Every now and then questions arise about the terms 
“intaglio” and “engraving.” Are they not the same? 
Well, yes and no. I shall try to explain my under- 
standing of the various techniques used for making 
prints and printing. Corrections / comments invited. 


INTAGLIO 


In this process, lines of an image to be printed on 
paper are cut or etched into the surface of a flat metal 
(or wood) plate. The surface of the plate is inked and 
then wiped, and the incisions retain the ink. The 
plate, with a sheet of paper on it, is “pulled” through 
a press under great pressure, and the image is print- 
ed on the paper. When the plate is smaller than the 
sheet, the rectangular outline of the impressed plate 
appears on the paper. (Prints are often referred to as 
“die-sunk.”) Engraving, drypoint, etching, and 
aquatint are techniques of intaglio printing. 


ENGRAVING 


An engraving is made with a “burin” that directly 
cuts lines into a metal plate. The burin is an angled 
square-headed tool that must be kept very sharp. 


DRYPOINT 


A drypoint is made with a needle that scratches into 
a metal plate, raising tiny ridges that also catch ink. 
Wher the plate is printed, the ridges produce a vel- 
vetlike burr, however, after a few printings, the frag- 
ile burr wears out. 


ETCHING 


In etching, a metal plate is covered with a “ground,” 
usually varnish, through which the image is drawn 
with a pointed tool, exposing the metal below. The 
plate is then immersed in acid that bites away the 
exposed parts no longer protected by the ground. 
After the plate has been bitten and washed, it is 
ready to be inked and printed. 


AQUATINT 


Aquatint is similar to etching, but uses sprinkled 
grains of heated resin instead of varnish for a 
ground. Aquatint creates fields of tone, not line. 


WOODCUT 


Unlike the intaglio techniques, woodcut is a relief 
method. Everything not to be printed is cut away 
from a plank of wood along its grain. The remaining 
raised surface is inked and then printed. 





MONOTYPE. 


Monotypes are not intaglio prints. Printed from 
metal or glass, a monotype is a unique impression. 
Painted or drawn on a plate, the design is then print- 
ed onto a sheet of paper. Usually, monotypes can be 
printed only once, since the painting or drawing has 
been transferred from the plate to the paper. 


LITHOGRAPHY 


Unlike woodcut, engraving, and etching, lithogra- 
phy—’writing with stone’—applies an image to a 
flat surface—stone or zinc. A special press is used to 
transfer the image from the surface to the paper. 


OFFSET 


Modern lithographic presses transfer images from an 
inked plate to a rubber blanket. It’s the blanket, not 
the plate that comes in contact with the paper and 
actually prints the image. The image is offset from 
plate to blanket, then offset from blanket to paper. 
The process produces a sharper image than printing 
directly plate-to-paper because the blanket conforms 
to the tiny surface variations of the paper. In addi- 
tion, offset printing is right reading. If images went 
directly from plate to paper, they would have to be 
backwards on the plate. Right reading plates are eas- 
ier to work with because the image reads exactly as 
it will when printed. 


LETTERPRESS 


A form of relief printing, characters to be printed are 
higher than the material around them. Rubber 
stamps work on the same principle. Type printed in 
this manner appears sharp and clean, and may feel 
indented because of the direct contact between the 
type surface and the paper. Photochemical etching is 
used to make halftones and art work. 


DIE CUTTING 


Letter presses can cut paper using thin metal strips 
embedded in wood. The metal strips, called “rules,” 
are higher than the wood. The dies are pressed into 
the paper to cut the desired shape. This process is 
also used for scoring and perforating, separately or 
with die cutting. 


EMBOSSING 


This process adds depth, for special effects. Paper is 
pressed between two molds, called “dies,” that 
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sculpt the fibers. Images above the surface are 
embossed, those below, debossed. 


THERMOGRAPHY 


Known as raised printing, it costs less than engrav- 
ing, and to the untrained, looks and feels similar. It is 
a five stage process that involves slow drying ink, 
and a powder that swells (raises) when it is heated. 


GRAVURE 


Unlike the other processes, gravure makes every- 
thing, not just photographs, into halftone dots. Plates 
or cylinders, contain images consisting of tiny cells 
filled with ink, which is transferred directly to the 
paper, which must be relatively soft and smooth.

A screen fabric of nylon, wire, or cotton, is covered 
with a stencil—cut by hand, machine, or made pho- 
tographically—and ink is applied with a squeegee. 


PHOTOCOPY 


A toner (powdered ink) is applied via electrostatic 
charges from plate to paper. 


INK JET 


A similar process, but uses liquid ink, applied in tiny 
drops as a print medium.

AAT THE ANA SHOW, CHICAGO 2011 Lee Quast (849) 


Having attended most of 
the ANA shows in the past 
15+ years, it was certainly 
the largest I've seen. 
Whether it was the best 
would have to be decided 
by the attendee. It had all 
the attractions of an ANA 
show. Many Great Exhibits, 
Auctions, The BEP, U.S. 
Mint and a dozen or so 
World Mints, many U.S. 
Society and National Clubs, 
educational meetings and 
classes, and most National 
Dealers Coin and Paper 
dealers, plus hundreds of 
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"World's Fair of Money" 
ANA Show. None other 
will provide the variety and 
scope of the ANA. 





But from some respects it lacked something that oth- 
ers have offered. Chicago (Rosemont) is not a good 
tourist area. There is nothing much in the way of 
attractions near the show. The ANA did offer the 
usual tours etc., but they required early registration 
and long bus rides. The bourse floor, while in a sin- 
gle room, was configured so that it seemed like two 
areas and unless you were out to see everything, you 
probably missed much. The society / club tables were 
way in the back of the out-of-way section. Few peo- 
ple saw/ visited them. The US Mint was in a back 
corner and the furthest from the front door than any- 
thing on the floor. I never saw it busy! I can't imag- 
ine they were very happy with their location. From a 
dealers standpoint the floor was almost too large - 
too many dealers compared to the public! My (deal- 
er table) section (in the back area) always had more 
dealers than public. 


From a Souvenir Card collector standpoint, it was a 
bit of a disappointment. The cards for sale by the BEP 
did not have any reference to the show and there was 
no Post Office or Show Cancel there. The BEP did 
provide a Pulled Proof and Mike Beck was there to 
demonstrate the Spider Press. The proofs (100 by 
drawing @ $50.00 each) did have a reference to the 














show. But again there was no show cancel. I saw fel- 
low collectors, John Parker, Art Benjamin, Steve 
Costner and Frank Crowe there. But Chicago doesn't 
seem to attract many S.C. collectors. It was good to 
see those that came, as well as the BEP staff. John and 
Art went to a local post office to get a few cancels but 
those are all there will be. As a dealer I spent most of 
my time at my paper money table so I missed many 
of the show events and attractions. I personally like 
to have the show in Chicago because it's closer to St. 
Louis, but I also like traveling to interesting loca- 
tions. I will be in Philadelphia next year. Hope to see 
more of you there. I believe we will have a Society 
table there and perhaps a society meeting!

Miscellaneous Die #1819 - Vignette of Horse and Rider with Mail Bags 

Engraved in 1874 by the picture engraver Charles K. Burt, this image was used on Post Office Department collection drafts, 
transfer drafts and warrants. Different forms of transportation for the mail are shown by train, pigeon, and post rider. Burt 
included the most recent way to send a message, the postal card. It appears at the bottom of the vignette and was introduced by 
the Post Office Department in 1873. 


RO. Die #195870-2 — Series 1996 50 Cent U.S. Post Office Postage Stamp 

This stamp was part of a 12-subject souvenir sheet issued in 1997 to commemorate the 150th anniversary of the first U.S. 
postage stamps issued in 1847. This first issue included a 5-cent stamp with a portrait of Benjamin Franklin. The 1847 stamp 
was re-engraved for the souvenir sheet. The portrait was essentially unaltered and engraved by Christopher Madden. The 
stamp’s original 5-cent denomination was changed to 50-cents and John Smith was responsible for the letter engraving. 


PO. Die #17011 - Nondenominational Carriers ’ Postage Stamp, 1851 

The first day of sale for this stamp was October 6, 1851. It was designed by Joseph I. Pease and engraved by Henry Earle. It was 
originally printed by the private printing firm of Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear and Company. This particular die was presented to 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 1952 by Clarence W. Brazer. 


Miscellaneous Die #6615 - Post Office Department Transfer Draft 

A transfer draft is a form of check used to transfer money from one post office department to another. This transfer draft was 
engraved in 1906 by picture engravers Harry L. Chorlton, Robert Ponickau, and Marcus W. Baldwin. Edward M. Hall, Robert 
H. Warren and George U. Rose Jr.were responsible for the script and lettering. 


Miscellaneous Die #4307 - Post Office Department 

Engraved in 1897 by Robert Ponickau and Douglas S. Ronaldson. 

This engraving depicts the General Post Office, Washington, DC., built in two stages from 1839 to 1866. The Post Office 
Department and the City Post Office occupied the building until 1897, when it was transferred to the Department of the Interior.
